Heaviest Snow In At 
Least Four Years

The unfamiliar clack, clack of 


tire chains sounded throughout 
most of the northern Sacramen- 
to Valley today, including the 
downtown streets of Red Bluff. 


Here an estimated five inches 


of 
snow turned streets Into 


mushy, mud-splashed messes, 
and pedestrians found it neces- 
sary to step high and careful- 
ly. Passing cars drenched un- 
wary street crossers with mud- 
dy spray.

motorists. 


Snow began to fall in Corning 
at 12:30 yesterday afternoon 
and continued steadily until a- 
bout 3:15 when it stopped brief- 
ly. Light 
snow began again 


shortly after that and continued 
until evening. ^ drizzle then set 
in and continued through the 
night and this morning. 


There was about two inches of 
snow in the Corning area, al- 
though most of it had melted by 
this morning. 


An estimated 18 inches of snow 
was on the ground at Redding 
this morning, and traffic snarls 
were plentiful. 


The California Highway Pa- 
trol said the storm forced clo- 
sure of Interstate 5 in the Red- 
ding area for a time during the 
night. It was reopened early to - 
day, but tire chains were re- 
quired for travel on all major 
highways In the Redding area. 


The snowfall In Red Bluff was 


the heaviest In at least four 
years. 
The last measurable 


snow 'in Red Bluff was four 
inches in the winter of 1964-65, 
the U. S. Weather Bureau said. 


The heavy, wet snow cracked 


tree branches and caused a 
number 
of power failures. 


There was no electric power at 
the airport all night Sunday and 
even the Weather Bureau tele- 
type was dead because of the 
outage. 


The snow was expected to end 
later today with occasional rain 
forecast through Tuesday. Rain 


fell in Sacramento in the morn- 
ing and then stopped. 


The Weather Bureau at Red 


Bluff said the snow was caused 
when a storm front moved into 
the region 
and overlapped a 


level of cold air. The moisture 
turned to snow as itfell through 
the cold air near the ground. 


The patrol said many autos 
slipped and skidded into ditches 
during the storm. 


Livestock Owners 
Cautioned On Feeding 


Livestock owners were caut- 


ioned today to increase supple- 
mental feeding of cattle and 
sheep if the snow cover re- 
mains on pasture and ranges. 


Livestock farm advisor Ken 
Ellis said that cows and ewes 
in late pregnancy, or suckling 
newborn calves or lambs are 
most affected by the snowfall. 
"Dry matter and energy intake 


is the most important for this 
short period while snow cover 
makes it impossible for live- 
stock to forage," Ellis said. 
While the snow cover remains 
Ellis recommends four to six 
pounds of legume or grass- 
legume hay per ewe per day, 


and said mature cows will need 
23 to 28 pounds of hay per 
head per day. Yearling stackers 
need 15 to 17 pounds of legume 
or grass - legume hay while 
snow covers the range forage. 
High energy 
feeds such as 


barley or corn can replace 
a part of the hay ration if hay 
Is of low quality but high energy 
feeds must be fed with caution 
to avoid founder. 


"These 
recommendations 


sound high but while the snow 
covers range and pasture for- 
age supplemental feeding must 
supply nearly all of the animals 
requirements," Ellis said.

Pueblo Commander Tells 
Of 'Concentrated Terror'

SEOUL (AP) — The com- 


mander of the USS Pueblo said 
today he and his men were beat- 
en in the final weeks of their 
North Korean captivity in "the 
most concentrated form of ter. 
ror that I've 
ever seen or 


dreamed is possible." 


Cmdr. Lloyd M. Bucher told a 


news conference of the beatings 
after he and his surviving 81 
crewmen reached South Korea 
and were dispatched to a U.S. 


military hospital for a medical 
checkups. 


Some of the men still had 


black e>es and bruises and oth- 
ers suffered from malnutrition, 
Bucher said. 


"I was beaten less than any- 


one else," he said. 
"I was mostly terrified of pos- 
sible beating and I was kept in 
solitary confinement during the 
entire 11 months and there were 
many occasions when I didn't 
think I was going to make it." 


He said he was punched and 


kicked by the North Koreans 
but never hit with a stick or a 
club as some of his men were. 


"Commencing with the week 


before last, we went through the 
most concentrated form of ter. 
ror that I've ever seen or 
dreamed is possible. . . . 


"I wasn't prepared totally for 


the beatings. ... I thought that 
they were totally brutal with no 
mercy of any kind. They were 
done for one purpose and that 


was to terrify people. I had 
about half of the crew lastweek 
beaten badly. There are still 
many people in the crew today 
who have carried black eyes 
and bruised ribs. I had one man 
last week who 
was 
beatn 


with a four by four timber. . . . 


"I think that there are many 


in my crew who are in very 
bad physical condition and just 
from a nutritional point of view. 


"The bruises and that sort of 


thing I think are going to heal 


up quickly," Bucher said. 


The men were in a hospital 


near Seoul for medical checks 
before being flown to rejoin 
their families for Christmas in 
San Diego, Calif.

gravity, commander F r a nk 
Borman reported toe astronauts 
were healthy and eager to make 
their Christman Eve orbit of 
the moon. 
More than 180,000 miles from 
his home planet and nearly 50,- 
000 miles from the moon, Bor­ 
man reported: 
‘ «We’re 
looking 
ahead, of 
course, to tomorrow, when we’ll 
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be just 
60 miles from toe 
moon.” 
But he emphasized he would 
not commit his ship to a lunar 
orbit unless he was satisfied 
everything was perfect. 
**I hope you have everyone 
looking over everything very 
carefully,” Borman told Mis­ 
sion Control. ‘‘We want a per­ 
fect spacecraft before we con­ 
sider toe LOI burn.” 
‘‘LOI stands for lunar orbit in­ 
sertion — toe moment when the 
astronauts fire their engine to 
brake their speed sufficiently to 
enter moon orbit. 
That critical engine bum is to 
occur early 
Tuesday 
when 
Apollo 8 is behind toe moon, out 
of radio communication with 
•arto. R will be about 15 min­ 
utes after the firing, when me 
ship emerges from toe back­ 
side, before to* ground will 
know toe success of toe man­ 
euver.

Tuesday is to 
swing them into orbit just 69 
miles above toe surface. 
Glynn Lunney, a flight con­ 
troller, said today that “ every­ 
thing with toe spacecraft and 
the people looks good for toe lu­ 
nar orbit. The spacecraft is 
working in ss essentially per­ 
fect fashion.” 
He said toe only problem was 
in a secondary cooling sys­ 
tem. 


‘‘It appears,” he said, “ that 
perhaps toe back pressure valve 
did net close completely in the 
secondary evaporator and that’s 
being trouble shot right now. I 
don’t think that’s anything ser­ 
ious.” 


Lunney said, “ We’re in good 
shape as far as toe consuma­ 
bles are concerned — the fuel, 
oxygen and hydrogen.”

National Guard Arsenal Gets 
Device Used To Pinpoint Enemy 


WASHINGTON (API— A device 
used to pinpoint enemy snipers 
during night fighting in Vietnam 
has been added to the weapons 
provided die National Guard for 
possible use against rioters in 
the United States. 
One hundred of the devices, 
called 
Starlight Scopes, are 
being stockpiled at key depots 
for use by state National Guard 
chiefs, if needed. 
Sources said the scopes proba­ 
bly would be brought into play 
against 
snipers 
firing on 
guardsmen or police from tlte 
daikness during night civil dis­ 
orders. 


The National Guard Bureau 
has notified adjutant generals 
that the Starlight Scopes will 
be earmarked for them ui de­ 
pots at Tobyhanna, Pa., Lexing- 
ton, Ky., and Sacramento, Calif. 
Provision of the scopes is the 
latest actions taken by the Army 
to prepare the National Guard,

To Dissent Is Our Right 


Students at California Institute of Technology have been ac- 


corded considerable praise for undertaking a socially useful 
project as a substitute for campus demonstrations in diverting 
admitted frustrations, but somehow that reaction seems to miss 
the mark. 


Our strong condemnation of violence and pure obstructionism 


on the campus should not be carried to the point where it is held 
that students do not have the right — even the duty — to protest 
actions they feel are wrong and policies with which they cannot 
agree. They may be right and they may be wrong. But they should 
be permitted to speak up. And administrators should listen. 


It is not the right to protest that we should object to. It is 


complete disregard for the rights and opinions of others, and 
violent takeover and destruction of property. That we cannot 
countenance. 


But within the framework of American law and custom there 


is plenty of room for strenuous efforts by any individual or group 
to work for changes they feel are right. And if the ideas are 
sound and the efforts of the proponents strong enough and persist- 
ent enough the chances of success are good. 


If there are frustrations because of conditions or policy, vig- 


orous dissent should be the outlet. If the frustrations are simply 
from goals not reached, increased academic effort is the answer. 
The outlook should be straightforward. There should be no need 
to turn Into side roads.

It is a far cry from the 


crime fighter to the cry of a 
newborn baby that a police- 
man delivers in his squad car, 
a number of times a year. This 
is but a fragment of the many 
other calls, incidental to the 
true fine of occupation, that 
the policeman graciously ac- 
cepts. 


The rescue squad is com- 


posed of teams of patrolmen 
and firemen who are remark- 
ably trained to deal with acute 
m e d i c a l emergencies that 
often are 
life saving. Most 


people are aware of the fact 
that these teams can be called 
on in dire emergencies when 
their own physician may not 
be available. 


An extension of the utiliza- 


tion of their competence is a 
newly created Fire Depart- 
ment Rescue Service in Miami, 
Florida. When any of these 
teams are called on in emer- 
gency, there Is a two - way 
transmission by telephone to 
a doctor at the Jackson Me- 
morial Hospital. He then di- 
rects treatment en route to 
the hospital. Instructions are 
transmitted to these teams 
which have complex electronic 
devices in their truck and *o 
can follow the llfesavlng- di- 
rections of the physician. 


Many cities, large and •mall, 


are creating similar lifesaving 
methods. The investment to a 
•city is insignificant tn terms 
of the safety and security it 
can offer to citizens by this, 
remote control a t t a c k ort. 
emergencies.*

The widespread use of the 


new measles vaccine has been 
responsible for an 
unbeliev- 


able decrease in the frequency 
of this disease. It should be 
mentioned that measles or ru- 
beola is a far more serious 
illness than is commonly sus- 
pected. The general attitude 
that measles is "just a disease 
of childhood" that every child 
has is totally invalid. A sur- 
prising number of severe com- 
plications of this falsely classi- 
fied mild disease occurs each 
year. Brain damage due to en- 
cephalitis and permanent load 
of hearing are only two of the 
severe aftermaths of this dis- 
ease. 


In almost half a century of 


intensive 
study 
of measles 


there now are less than one 
hundred cases of it reported 
from 
all 
over 
the 
United 


States each week. This re- 
markable reduction of the fre- 
quency of measles carries with 
it, of course, a tremendous de- 
crease in the sad complications 
from it. 


The answer is, of course 


that mass immunization and 
vaccination programs are tak- 
ing place in every community 
under the supervision of local 
boards of health. 


There is now a remarkable 


safety record with the new 
measles vaccine. In fact, it is 
so great that it is believed 
that no child should be de- 
prived of his right to the bene- 
fits and safety of this added 
wonder creation 
of modem 


science.

BLACK FACULTY? 


Further on the overwhelm, 


ing subject of race, the question 
arises: 
if it is right to in- 


dulge in a reverse discrimi« 
nation so as to permit students 
who are not competitively quali- 
fied to get into first-rate col- 
leges, shouldn't we then per. 
mit Negro teachers who are un- 
qualified by residential stan- 
dards to take up portfolios as 
teachers of history, and Engt 
lish, and so on? It would ap« 
pear to follow, which is why 
it is so important to distinguish 
between sensible indulgence and 
self-defeating travesty. 


I have here a letter from a 


professor of classics in a ven- 
erable small university in the 
midwest recently rocked by the 
demands of the militants. But 
listen as he describes the for. 
lorn resources of the admini- 
stators 
of his college, up 


against the consolidated pres- 
sure of the adamant minority. 
"It is obviously impossible," 
he observes, 
"to keep up a 


state of seige forever with a 
determined adversary and un. 
told numbers of sympathizers 
inside the citadel. Hence piece, 
meal capitulation, black studi» 
es, etc., the president (of the 
university) apparently looking 
for a settlement with minimum 
actual damage." 


My friend recognizes strate- 


gic power relationships. "My 
own guess is that the demands, 
e.g. for black faculty, are not 
really 
substantive 
but are 


merely items on a list drawn up 
to test the pliability of the auth- 
orities; if so, then receiving 
those demands will not appease 
the insurgents but merely re- 
inforce their hope of getting 
Everything, i. e,, total com- 
mand of the institution. 


"Here, our president, not 


simply employing platitude as 
a short-cut from point to point 
but actually swimming in itwith 
great sighs of satisfaction like 
a wasp in honey, has been lay. 
ing it down to the faculty, off the 
record, that Black Faculty are 
to be hired. Sociology has been 
instructed that it is a depart, 
ment marked for trouble un. 
less it complies . . , Funds can 
be 
squeezed 
or withdrawn. 


Chairmen can be replaced. The 
President has made, it is clear, 
a 
foggy 
commitment to the 


blacks, which he regards as 
moral and equivalent to pro- 
gress, and expects us to work 
out the details of honoring it." 


So much for power, and the 


effective uses thereof. 
It is 


an imprudent assumption that 
community 
administrators, 


nudged by student power, will 
yield control only over such 


situations as students might 
logically lay claim to an in* 
herent sovereignty 
over, for 


instance, 
the preference 
of 


breakfast foods. 
It goes much 


further, as the professor points 
out, 
advancing "Two obser- 


vations. 
1) On the presi- 


dent's observation that 
the 


University' 
does 
not 
suf- 


ficiently represent the struc- 
ture of society (meaning its 
ethnic structure), one reflects 
that if it were to represent, say, 
the intellectual structure of 
society, it would have no reason 
to exist, and 2) The point has 
been explicitly made without 
administration 
rebuttal, that 


since qualified black instruc- 
tors are lacking, we shall have 
to take on unqualified ones. 
This appears not to cause scan- 
dal in the president's heart. 
Me, I feel as would a door, 
keeper in the house of the 
Lord on discovering that the 
proprietor was converting it 
into a whorehouse." 


The line is sharply drawn, 


unassailably. One thing to admit 
black students into the pres. 
sure cooker of first-class col. 
leges, on the assumption not 
that necessarily they will all 
adapt and graduate as members 
of Phi Beta Kappa; but on the 
assumption 
that such shock 


treatment will reverberate out 
in the black community and help 
to shatter the consolidated le- 
thargy which black and white 
leaders join in identifying as 
the 
principal 
cause 
of the 


trouble. 
But to install some, 


one in, say such a place as 
Harvard, and merely because he 
is black, qualify him as a pro. 
fessor of sociology—or Eng- 
lish— or Swahili: 
that is the 


Orwellian reduction 
towards 


which not only the black mili- 
tants (they would be powerless 
by themselves) but their white 
epigoni are driving the colleges 
(whose presidents almost to a 
man need great transfusions of 
courage 
from us - folks in 


the bleachers). 


It all seems obvious—that it 


is nothing less than to declare 
war against the very idea of 
a university to impose upon its 
faculty 
teachers 
drawn by 


mathematical reference to the 
last racial census. 
But what 


isn't widely enough realized is 
that the college professors and 
college administrators, for all 
their training, for all their 
sophistication, for all that they 
will be able to wander about in 
paradise exchanging in-jokes 
with Aristotle, Erasmus, and 
Kant, are first-class children 
up against such as Eidridge 
Cleaver. They need YOU.

suspicious on its face, Anderson 
rode up to see Nixon in the Ho- 
tel Pierre's service elevator. 


As 
a result newsmen, who 


didn't see him, 
thought the 


caller, when his name was made 
public, was Robert B. Ander- 
son, former Secretary of the 
Treasury under Eisenhower. 


Robert O. Anderson, however, 
was a more important caller. 
He brought 
advice 
to Nixon 


which changed his mind regard- 
ing the choice of his Secretary 
of the Interior and may have a 
direct 
bearing 
on current 


politics. 
For Nixon was then 


seriously considering Gov. Tim 
Babcock of Montana to be Sec- 
retary of the Interior. Babcock 
had 
the endorsement of 12 


Republican governors and up 
until Anderson's call was con- 
sider a shoo-in. 


Anderson, however, contri- 
buted more than $100,000 to 
various 
committees of 
the 


Nixon campaign and is a man 
who carries weight in GOP 
circles. He has worked his way 
up as an independent oilman in 
Roswell, N. M., to a point 
where he dominated New Mex- 
ican Republican politics, and 
was responsible for electing 
former Gov. Ed Meacham and 
others to office. 
Anderson was so successful in 
both oil and politics that he 
graduated from New Mexico's 
independent oil companies to 
become head of the giant At- 
lantic-Richfield combine which 
has recently helped develop one 
of the great oil strikes of this 
decade in Alaska. 


FABULOUS WEALTH 


Up along the northern slope of 


Alaska a fabulous oil field has 
been discovered. The oil com- 
panies 
have been very wary 


about admitting its true value, 
but some experts estimate it 
should be worth around $40 
billion. Most of the major com- 
panies operate the re, but Atlan- 
tic -Richfield, the combine of 
which Rob Anderson is chair- 
man, is one of the heaviest 
and most successful develop- 
ers. 


Anderson has already found 
Wally Hickel as governor of 
Alaska a wonderfully generous 
and cooperative rnan.AsSecre- 
tary of the Interior he could be 
even more important. For right 
now there is a freeze on all 
federal lands in the state of 
Alaska. 
Secretary of the Interior Ste- 
wart Udall, perhaps with apre- 
monition of what might be at 
stake, withdrew all 
federal 


lands from 
oil exploitation, 


mining claims, homesteading 
or anything else on the very 
same day Nixon announced Gov. 
Hickel as the new Secretary of 
the Interior —Dec. 11. 
. As long as the Democrats are 
in power, this vast oil land, to- 
gether with all other land, re- 
mains inaccessable to Atlantic- 
Richfield and other oil com- 
panies until the prior claims of 
the Eskimos and Indians are 
straightened out. 


But, come Jan. 20, Anderson 


will see his friend Wally Hickel 
get control of the Interior De- 
partment with the power to turn 
federal land over to the state 
and to the oil companies. 
Hickel is already 
connected 


with the oil and gas industry. 
Before he became governor, he 
was board chairman of the An- 
chorage Natural Gas Company, 
which is part of acomplexof oil 
and gas companies operating a- 
long Cook Inlet, just below An- 
chorage. 
Hickel announced that he was 


resigning as board chairman 
of this company and putting his 
stock in trust, though he still 
r e m a i n s active behind the 
scenes in various of his busi- 
ness enterprises.

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To Dissent Is Our Right 


Students at California Institute of Technology have been ac­ 
corded considerable praise for undertaking a socially useful 
project as a substitute for campus demonstrations in diverting 
admitted frustrations, but somehow that reaction seems to miss 
the mark. 


Our strong condemnation of violence and pure obstructionism 
on the campus should not be carried to the point where it is held 
that students do not have the right — even the duty — to protest 
actions they feel are wrong and policies with which they cannot 
agree. They may be right and they may be wrong. But they should 
be permitted to speak up. And administrators should listen. 


It is not the right to protest that we should object to. It is 
complete disregard for the rights and opinions of others, and 
violent takeover and destruction of property. That we cannot 
countenance. 


But within the framework of American law and custom there 
is plenty of room for strenuous efforts by any Individual or group 
to work for changes they feel are right. And if the ideas are 
sound and the efforts of the proponents strong enough and persist­ 
ent enough the chances of success are good. 


If there are frustrations because of conditions or policy, vig­ 
orous dissent should be toe outlet. If toe frustrations are simply 
from goals not reached, increased academic effort is the answer. 
The outlook should be straightforward. There should be no need 
to turn into side roads.

There are 
other social groups who daily 
face the unknown threats to 
their existence with fortitude 
and with remarkable stamina. 
It is a far cry from the 
crime fighter to the cry of a 
newborn baby that a police­ 
man delivers in his squad car, 
a number of times a year. This 
is but a fragment of the many 
other calls, incidental to the 
true line of occupation, that 
the policeman graciously ac­ 
cepts. 
The rescue squad is com­ 
posed of teams of patrolmen 
and firemen who are remark­ 
ably trained to deal with acute 
m e d i c a l emergencies that 
often are life saving.

An extension of the utiliza­ 
tion of their competence is a

When any of these 
teams are called on in emer­ 
gency, there is a two • way 
transmission by telephone to 
a doctor at the Jackaon Me­ 
morial Hospital. He then di­ 
recta treatment en route to 
the hospital. Instructions are 
transmitted to these teams 
which have complex electronic 
devices in their truck and so 
can follow the lifesaving di­ 
rections of the physician.

Hence piece­ 
meal capitulation, black studi­ 
es, etc., the president (of the 
university) apparently looking 
for a settlement with minimum 
actual damage.” 
My friend recognizes strate­ 
gic power relationships. “ My 
own guess is that the demands, 
e.gs for black faculty, are not 
really 
substantive 
but 
are 
merely items on a list drawn up 
to test the pliability of the auth­ 
orities; if so, then receiving 
those demands will not appease 
the insurgents but merely re­ 
inforce their hope of getting 
Everything, i. e., total com­ 
mand oi the institution. 


“ Here, our president, not 
simply employing platitude as 
a short-cut from point to point 
but actually swimming initwith 
great sighs of satisfaction like 
a wasp in honey, has been lay­ 
ing it down to the faculty, off the 
record, that Black Faculty are 
to be hired. Sociology has been 
instructed that it is a depart­ 
ment marked for trouble un­ 
less it complies . . . Funds can 
be 
squeezed 
or withdrawn. 
Chairmen can be replaced. The 
President has made, it is clear, 
a 
foggy 
commitment to the 
blacks, which he regards as 
moral and equivalent to pro­ 
gress, and expects us to work 
out the details of honoring it.” 
So much for power, and the 
effective uses thereof. 
It is 
an imprudent assumption that 
community 
administrators, 
nudged by student power, will 
yield control only over such 


situations as students might 
logically lay claim to an in­ 
herent sovereignty over, for 
instance, 
the 
preference 
of 
breakfast foods. 
It goes much 
further, as the professor points 
out, 
advancing 
“ Two obser­ 
vations. 
1) 
On 
the 
presi­ 
dent’s observation that 
the 
University’ 
does 
not 
suf­ 
ficiently represent the struc­ 
ture of society (meaning its 
ethnic structure), one reflects 
that if it were to represent, say, 
the 
intellectual 
structure of 
society, it would have no reason 
to exist, and 2) The point has 
been explicitly made without 
administration 
rebuttal, 
that 
since qualified black instruc­ 
tors are lacking, we shall have 
to take on unqualified ones. 
This appear s not to cause scan­ 
dal in the president’s heart. 
Me, I feel as would a door­ 
keeper in the house of the 
Lord on discovering that the 
proprietor was converting it 
into a whorehouse.” 


The line is sharply drawn, 
unassailably. One thing to admit 
black students into the pres­ 
sure cooker of first-class col­ 
leges, on the assumption not 
that necessarily they will all 
adapt and graduate as members 
of Phi Beta Kappa; but on the 
assumption 
that 
such shock 
treatment will reverberate out 
in the black community and help 
to shatter the consolidated le­ 
thargy which black and white 
leaders join in identifying as 
the 
principal 
cause 
of the 
trouble. 
But to install some­ 
one in, say such a place as 
Harvard, and merely because he 
is black, qualify him as a pro­ 
fessor of sociology—or Eng* 
lish—or Swahili: 
that is the 
Orwellian 
reduction 
towards 
which not only the black mili­ 
tants (they would be powerless 
by themselves) but their white 
epigoni are driving the colleges 
(whose presidents almost to a 
man need great transfusions of 
courage from us - folks in 
the bleachers). 


It all seems obvious—that it 
is nothing less than to declare 
war against the very idea of 
a university to impose upon its 
faculty 
teachers 
drawn by 
mathematical reference to the 
last racial census. 
But what 
isn't widely enough realized Is 
that the college professors and 
college administrators, for all 
their training, for all their 
sophistication, for all that they 
will be able to wander about in 
paradise 
exchanging irwjokes 
with Aristotle, Erasmus, and 
Kant, are first-class children 
up 
against 
such as Eldridge 
Cleaver. They need YOU.

public, was Robert B. Ander­ 
son, former Secretary of toe 
Treasury under Eisenhower. 


Robert 0 . Anderson, however, 
was a more important caller. 
He brought 
advice 
to Nixon 
which changed his mind regard­ 
ing the choice of his Secretary 
of the Interior and may have a 
direct 
bearing 
on 
current 
politics. 
For Nixon was then 
seriously considering Gov. Tim 
Babcock of Montana to be Sec­ 
retary of toe Interior. Babcock 
had 
the endorsement of 12 
Republican governors and up 
until Anderson's call was con­ 
sider a shoo-in. 


Anderson, 
however, 
contri­ 
buted more than $100,000 to 
various 
committees of 
the 
Nixon campaign and is a man 
who carries weight in GOP 
circles. He has worked his way 
up as an independent oilman in 
Roswell, N. M., to a point 
where he dominated New Mex­ 
ican Republican politics, and 
was responsible for electing 
form er Gov. Ed Meacham and 
others to office. 
Anderson was so successful in 
both oil and politics that he 
graduated from New Mexico’s 
independent oil companies to 
become head of the giant At­ 
lantic-Richfield combine which 
has recently helped develop one 
of the great oil strikes of this 
decade in Alaska.

Up along the northern slope of 
Alaska a fabulous oil field has 
been discovered. The oil com­ 
panies 
have 
been very wary 
about admitting its true value, 
but some experts estimate it 
should be worth around $40 
billion. Most of toe major com­ 
panies operate there, but Atlan­ 
tic-Richfield, the combine of 
which Rob Anderson is chair­ 
man, is one of the heaviest 
and most successful develop­ 
e rs. 
Anderson has already found 
Wally Hickel as governor of 
Alaska a wonderfully generous 
and cooperative man. As Secre­ 
tary of the Interior he could be 
even more important. For right 
now there is a freeze on all 
federal lands in toe state of 
Alaska. 
Secretary of toe Interior Ste­ 
wart Udall, perhaps with a pre­

lands 
from 
oil exploitation, 
mining claims, homesteading 
or anything else on the very 
same day Nixon announced Gov. 
Hickel as the new Secretary of 
toe Interior — Dec. 11. 

As long as toe Democrats are 
in power, this vast oil land, to­ 
gether with all other land, re­ 
mains inaccessable to Atlantic- 
Richfield and other oil com­ 
panies until toe prior claims of 
the Eskimos and Indians are 
straightened out. 
But, come Jan. 20, Anderson 
will see his friend Wally Hickel 
get control of toe Interior De­ 
partment with the power to turn 
federal land over to toe state 
and to toe oil companies. 
Hickel is already

Before he became governor, he 
was board chairman of toe An­ 
chorage Natural Gas Company, 
which is part of a complex of oil 
and gas companies operating a - 
long Cook Inlet, just below An­ 
chorage. 
Hickel announced that he was 
resigning as board chairman 
of this company and putting his 
stock in trust, though he still

members ap­ 
parently are not taking their 
chief very seriously. 
Last week, Secretary of the 
Treasury - designate Davi d 
Kennedy made a statement re­ 
garding American policy of sup­ 
porting the price of gold which 
sent toe price of gold skyrock­ 
eting, thereby weakening toe 
dollar. The statement had to be 
corrected by a quick counter- 
statement by Nixon himself. 
Two days earlier, another Ca­ 
binet member, Secretary of toe 
I n t e r i o r 
-designate Walter 
Hickel 
made 
another policy 
statement of exactly toe type 
Nixon had forbidden. 
Interviewed in Seattle en route 
to Alaska from toe TV Cabinet 
presentation 
in 
Washington, 
Gov. Hickel announced that he 
would change toe order of Sec­ 
retary Udall withdrawing fed­ 
eral lands in Alaska from oil 
and mining exploitation and oth­ 
e r uses. 
“ What Udall can do by execu­ 
tive 
order,” toe prospective 
Secretary of toe Interior said 
bluntly, “ I can undo.” 
Gov. Hickel was also asked 
about toe Congresswoman from 
Washington State who, as chair­ 
man 
of toe House Appropria­ 
tions subcommittee, rules on 
all money for toe Interior De­ 
partment. 
Hickel was told that Julia But­ 
ler 
Hansen was apprehensive 
over his appointment. 
“ Who’s Julia Butler Hansen?” 
asked the man who will have to 
get his money okayed by Julia 
Butler Hansen. 
Nixon’s directive forbidding 
policy statements prior to Jan. 
20 was a wise one, even though 
he's hesitant about enforcing it.

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To Dissent Is Our Right 
Students at California Institute of Technology have been ac­ 
corded considerable praise for undertaking a socially useful 
project as a substitute for campus demonstrations In diverting 
admitted frustrations, but somehow that reaction seems to miss 
the mark. 


Our strong condemnation of violence and pure obstructionism 
on the campus should not be carried to the point where It Is held 
that studeits do not have the right — even the duty — to protest 
actions they feel are wrong and policies with which they cannot 
agree. They may be right and they may be wrong. But they should 
be permitted to speak up. And administrators should listen. 


It is not the right to protest that we should object to. It is 
complete disregard for the rights and opinions of others, and 
violent takeover and destruction of property. That we cannot 
countenance. 


But within the framework of American law and custom there 
Í6 plenty of room for strenuous efforts by any individual or group 
to work for changes they feel are right. And if the ideas are 
sound and the efforts of the proponents strong enough and persist­ 
ent enough the chances of success are good. 


If there are frustrations because of conditions or policy, vig­ 
orous dissent should be the outlet. If the frustrations are simply 
from goals not reached, increased academic effort is the answer. 
The outlook should be straightforward. There should be no need 
to turn into side roads.

MY ADMIRATION for the 
civil forces that protect the 
destiny of dwellers in all cities 
of the country is limitless. As 
a police surgeon I h a v e 
watched policemen place their 
lives on a line while fighting 
crime. The very nature of their 
occupation is a constant threat 
to their health 
and to the se­ 
curity of their 
family. 
Watch a fire 
engine l e a v e 
its h o u s i n g 
q u a r t e r s as 
t h e firemen 
hurriedly wrap 
themselves in 
t h e i r protec­ 
tive hats and 
coats T h e y , 
too, come face to face with 
their destiny while rushing to 
meet the unknown. They do 
so fearlessly and with a sense 
of dedication that can only 
stem from & real interest in 
their fellow men. There are 
other social groups who daily 
face the unknown threats to 
their existence with fortitude 
and with remarkable stamina. 
It is a far cry from the 
crime fighter to the cry of a 
newborn baby that a police­ 
man delivers in his squad car, 
a number of times a year. This 
is but a fragment of the many 
other calls, incidental to the 
true fine of occupation, that 
the policeman graciously ac­ 
cepts. 
The rescue squad is com­ 
posed of teams of patrolmen 
and firemen who are remark­ 
ably trained to deal with acute 
m e d i c a l emergencies that 
often are life saving. Most 
people are aware of the fact 
that these teams can be called 
on in dire emergencies when 
their own physician may not 
be available. 
An extension of the utiliza­ 
tion of their competence is a 
newly created Fire Depart­ 
ment Rescue Service in Miami, 
Florida. When any of 
teams are called on in eraer- 
gency, there is a two - way 
transmission by telephone to 
a doctor at the Jackson Me­ 
morial Hospital. He then di­ 
rects treatment en route to 
the hospital Instructions are 
transmitted to 
teams 
which have complex electronic 
in their truck and so 
follow the Ufesaving di­ 
rections of the physician. 
Many cities, large and email, 


are creating similar Ufesaving 
methods. The investment to a 
city is insignificant in terms 
of the safety and security it 
can offer to citizens by this 
remote control a t t a c k on 
emergencies. 
The widespread use of the 
new measles vaccine has been 
responsible for an unbeliev­ 
able decrease in the frequency 
of this disease. It should be 
mentioned that measles or ru­ 
beola is a far more serious 
illness than is commonly sus­ 
pected. The general attitude 
that measles is “just & disease 
of childhood" that every child 
has is totally invalid. A sur­ 
prising number of severe com­ 
plications of this falsely classi­ 
fied mild disease occurs each 
year. Brain damage due to en­ 
cephalitis and permanent loss 
of hearing are only two of the 
severe afterm aths of this dis­ 
ease.In almost half a century of 
intensive study of measles 
there now are less than one 
hundred cases of it reported 
from all over the United 
States each week. This re­ 
markable reduction of the fre­ 
quency of measles carries with 
it. of course, a tremendous de­ 
crease in the sad complications 
from it. 
The answer is, of course 
that mass immunization and 
vaccination programs are tak­ 
ing place in every community 
under the supervision of local 
boards of health. 
There is now a remarkable 
safety record with the new 
measles vaccine. In fact, it is 
so great that it is believed 
that no child should be de­ 
prived of his right to the bene­ 
fits and safety of this added 
wonder creation of modem 
science.

BLACK FACULTY? 
Further on the overwhelm* 
mg subject of race, the question 
arises: 
if it is right to ita 
dulge in a reverse discrim i­ 
nation so as to permit students 
who are not competitively quali* 
fied to get into first-rate col­ 
leges, shouldn't we then per­ 
mit Negro teachers who areuta 
qualified by residential stan­ 
dards to take up portfolios as 
teachers of history, and Engw 
lish, and so on? It would ap­ 
pear to follow, which is why 
it is so important to distinguish 
between sensible indulgence and 
self-defeating travesty. 
I have here a letter from a 
professor of classics in a ven­ 
erable small university In the 
midwest recently rocked by the 
demands of the militants. But 
listen as he describes the for­ 
lorn resources of the admini- 
stators of his college, up 
against the consolidated pres­ 
sure of the adamant minority. 
"It is obviously impossible,*' 
he oLserves,

VAST DEPOSITS OF ALASKAN 
OIL ARE EYED BY ATLANTIC - 
RICHFIELD; SECRETARY OF 
INTERIOR CAN ALSO LEASE 
SHALE OIL WEALTH 


WASHINGTON - One of the 
most 
interesting callers on 
President-elect Nixon while he 
was deciding on hisCabtnet was 
R o b e r t Orville 
Anderson, 
chairman of the giant Atlantic - 
Richfield OU complex. For 
some reason, not explained but 
suspicious on its face, Anderson 
rode up to see Nixon in the Ho­ 
tel Pierre's service elevator. 
As a result newsmen, who 
didn't see him, thought the 
caller, when his name was made 
public, was Robert B. Ander­ 
son, former Secretary of the 
Treasury under Eisenhower. 
Robert O. Anderson, however, 
was a more Important caller. 
He brought advice to Nixon 
which changed his mind regard­ 
ing the choice of his Secretary 
of the Interior and may have a 
direct 
bearing 
on current 
politics. For Nixon was then 
seriously considering Gov. Tim 
Babcock of Montana to be Sec­ 
retary of the Interior. Babcock 
had 
the endorsement of 12 
Republican governors and up 
until Anderson's call was con­ 
sider a shoo-in. 
Anderson, however, contri­ 
buted more than $100,000 to 
various 
committees of 
the 
Nixon campaign and is a man 
who carries weight in GOP 
circles. He has worked his way 
up as an independent oilman in 
Roswell, N. M., to a point 
where he dominated New Mex­ 
ican Republican politics, and 
was responsible for electing 
form er Gov. Ed Meacham and 
others to office. 
Anderson was so successful in 
both oil and politics that he 
graduated from New Mexico's 
Independent oil companies to 
become head of the giant At­ 
lantic-Richfield combine which 
has recently helped develop one 
of the great oil strikes of this 
decade In Alaska. 


FABULOUS WEALTH 
Up along the northern slope of 
A laska a fabulous oil field has 
been discovered. The oil com­ 
panies have been very wary 
about admitting its true value, 
but some experts estimate it 
should be worth around $40 
Millón. Most of the major com­ 
panies operate there, but Atlan­ 
tic-Richfield, the combine of 
which Rob Anderson is chair­ 
man, is one of the heaviest 
and most successful develop­ 
ers. 
Anderson has already found 
Wally Hlckel as governor of 
Alaska a wonderfully generous 
and cooperative man.AsSecre- 
tary of the Interior he could be 
even more important. For right 
now there is a freeze on all 
federal lands in the state of 
Alaska. 
Secretary of the Interior Ste­ 
wart Udall, perhaps with a pre­ 
monition of what might be at 
stake, withdrew all federal 
lands from oil exploitation, 
mining claims, homesteading 
or anything else on the very 
same day Nixon announced Gov. 
Hlckel as the new Secretary of 
the Interior — Dec. 11. 
. As long as the Democrats are 
in power, this vast oil land, to­ 
gether with all other land, re­ 
mains inaccessable to Atlantic- 
Richfield and other oil com­ 
panies until the prior claims of 
the Eskimos and Indians are 
straightened out. 
But, come Jan. 20, Anderson 
will see his friend Wally Hickel 
get control of the Interior De­ 
partment with the power to turn 
federal land over to the state 
and to the oil companies. 
Hickel is already connected 
with the oil and gas industry. 
Before he became governor, he 
was board chairman of the An­ 
chorage Natural Gas Company, 
which is part of a complex of oil 
and gas companies operating a- 
long Cook Inlet, just below An­ 
chorage. 
Hlckel announced that he was 
resigning as board chairman 
of this company and putting his 
stock in trust, though he still 
r e m a i n s active behind the 
scenes in various of his busi­ 
ness enterprises. 
Note — Another oil bonanza 


_ by DREW PEARSON 
which will come within Uw 
jurisdiction of A’ally Hickel 
when he takes office will be the 
biggest oil field in the world 
— the shale oil deposits of 
Colorado» Utah and Wyoming. 


CENSORING THE CABINET 
When President-olect Nixon 
announced his Cabinet choices 
he also announced that no Cab­ 
inet member was to make policy 
statements "until he oome» Into 
office. K he makes any before 
that he won't be in toe Cabinet.” 
Two Cabinet member# ap­ 
parently are not taking their 
chief very seriously. 
Last week, Secretary of toe 
Treasury - designate Davi d 
Kennedy made a statement re­ 
garding American policy of sup­ 
porting the price of gold which 
sent toe price of gold skyrock­ 
eting, thereby weakening toe 
dollar. The statement had to be 
corrected by a quick counter - 
statement by Nixon himself. 
Two days earlier, another Ca­ 
binet member, Secretary of the 
I n t e r i o r -designate Walter 
Hickel 
made another policy 
statement of exactly toe type 
Nixon had forbidden. 
Interviewed m Seattle en route 
to Alaska from toe TV Cabinet 
presentation 
in Washington, 
Gov. Hickel announced that he 
would change toe order of Sec­ 
retary Udall withdrawing fed­ 
eral lands in Alaska from oil 
and mining exploitation and oili­ 
er uses. 
"What Udall can do by execu­ 
tive order," tlie prospective 
Secretary of the Interior said 
bluntly, "I can undo.’’ 
Gov. Hickel was also asked 
about the Congresswoman from 
Washington State who, as chair­ 
man of toe House Appropria­ 
tions subcommittee, rules on 
all money for the Interior De­ 
partment. 
Hickel was told that Julia But­ 
ler Hansen was apprehensive 
over his appointment. 
"Who's Julia Butler Hansen?" 
asked the man who will have to 
get his money okayed by Julia 
Butler Hansen. 
Nixon's directive forbidding 
policy statements prior to Jan. 
20 was a wise one, even though 
he's hesitant about enforcing it.

"H ere, our president, not 
simply employing platitude as 
a short-cut from point to point 
but actually swimming in it with 
great sighs of satisfaction like 
a wasp in honey, has been lay­ 
ing it down to the faculty, off the 
record, that Black Faculty are 
to be hired.

The line is sharply drawn, 
unassailably. One thing to admit 
black students into the pres­ 
sure cooker of first-class col­ 
leges, on the assumption not 
that necessarily they will all 
adapt and graduate as members 
of Phi Beta Kappa; but on the 
assumption thai such shock 
treatment will reverberate out 
in the black community and help 
to shatter the consolidated le­ 
thargy which black and white 
leaders join in identifying as

principal cause of the 
trouble. But to install some­ 
one in, say such a place as 
Harvard, and merely because he 
is black, qualify him as a pro­ 
fessor of sociology—or Eng­ 
lish—or Swahili:

Orwellian reduction towards 
which not only the black mili­ 
tants (they would be powerless 
by themselves) but their white 
epigoni are driving the colleges 
(whose presidents almost to a 
man need great transfusions of 
courage from us - folks in 
the bleachers).

VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 


Paul VI warned in bis annual 
pre-Christmas message 
that

tacle of humanity endangered 
by the nuclear powers of sci.

dent disorders and indirectly to 
the growing challenge to his 
own authority within the Roman 
Catholic Church, the pontiff la- 
mented that "contestation be» 
came the fashion with the temp, 
tation of degenerating into re- 
bellion, violence and anarchy." 


He said that in today's world

thing, that the institutions in.

Ghosfs Of Chrisfmases Past 
Haunt Birthplace Of Jesus 


By RODNEY FINDER 


B E T H L E H E M (AP)- The 
ghosts of 
Christmases past 


haunt the birthplace of Jesus, 
but the spirit of Christian unity 
is hardly discernible. 
Here, 


where the first cries of a baby 
born in a stable gave birth to 
an era, the celebrations of that 
night emphasize Christian dis- 
sension. 
For a start, there are three 
main Christmases: Dec. 25 for 
Roman Catholics and Protest- 
ants, JiJi. 7 for the Greek Or- 
thodox, and Jan. 19 for the 
Armenians. Bethlehem basks in 
a month of festive cheer — 
four weeks of booming souvenir 
sales, garnishings of holly and, 
at times, the prickly squabbles 
of priests. 
A rigid status quo — "Each to 
his own," explained 
Deputy 


M a y o r 
George 
S. Diek — 


governs 
celebrations 
from 


Christ's birthplace down the 
fertile valley to the field where 
the angel appeared to tell the 
news. 


The 1,600 -year-old Church 


of the Nativity, a massive, squat 
basilica of stone, lead and gold, 
sits over the grotto, the tradi- 
tional manger. 
The Greeks own most of it. 


The Catholics won a share in 
1852, and a southern slice went 
to the Armenians. All sects 
can say High Mass somewhere 
under the sprawling roof. 


The biggest celebrations are 


Dec. 25 when Bethlehem's pop- 
ulation of 25,000 is usually dou- 
bled by pilgrims. The festivi- 
ties follow an inflexible script. 
The Catholic Church of St. 


Catherine, built cheek by jowl 
with the Church of the Nativity, 
has a High Mass led by the pa- 
triarch, Msgr. Alberto Gori of 
Jerusalem. 
A procession winds its way to 
the grotto below the basilica. 
The Greeks have given permis- 


sion — but the Catholics must 
not stray from their prescribed 
route. 
During 
Turkish rule, ex- 


plained the deputy mayor —who 
once was a tourist guide — 
priests laid small, round, hard 
peas on their precincts so that 
any trespasser would encounter 
a nasty fall on the cold stone 
floors. 
These days squads of police 
line the route between the giant 
pillars of the basilica — below 
windows which only 'the Cath- 
olics are permitted to clean — 
to the cave where tradition says 
Jesus was born. 
The actual spot of the birth is 


owned by the Greek Orthodox, 
so the Catholics can only say 
prayers there. They can, how- 
ever, hold High Mass in the 
niche where Mary laid her baby 
to rest, which they own. 
The official schedule carries a 
baleful reminder: "During the 
Latin 
Catholic 
services a 


Greek Orthodox dragonman and 
sexton stand on the right and the 
Armenian sexton on the left. 
The police officer in charge 
watches from immediately be- 
hind the Latin representative 
and a party of police constables 
stand on the southern end of the 
staircase .... immediately 
behind the police officer in 
charge." 
The police officer in charge, 
to insure the strictest neutral- 
ity, is a Moslem Arab working 
for the Israelis, who have con- 
trolled access to Bethlehem 
since June 1967. 
Out in the cold, literally, are 
the Protestants —who have only 
been allowed to take part at all 
since the British mandate. 
They are in a courtyard ad- 


joining the basilica, singing 
carols and praying under the 
frosty skies. 


"If it rains heavily," said the 
deputy mayor, "they are allow- 


ed inside the Orthodox chapel. 
But it is small and only a few 
can crowd in." 
Other

Extra Time Off For 
Holiday Not Unusual

NEW 
YORK (AP)- In the 


spirit of Christinas, a research 
firm has just delivered a gift 
to all working men in the form 
of a survey which might casual- 
ly be dropped on the boss' desk 
this evening or early Tuesday. 


Most companies, the survey 


indicates, will give time off or 
close early Tuesday in order to 
permit employes to catch up on 
shopping or get a head start on 
the Christmas holiday. 


Many firms in fact plan to re- 


main closed for the entire day 
before Christmas and others 
will work no more than a half 
a day, according to the Bureau of 
National Affairs. 


The early closing are intend- 


ed to compensate in part for the 
absence of a long weekend Otis 
year. Last year Christmas fell 
on a Monday, automatically re- 
sulting in three work-free days. 
Next year it comes on a Thurs- 


day, meaning a four-day week- 
end for many workers. 


The bureau, a private organi- 
zation that sells its research to 
business, said that nearly 40 per 
cent of 180 companies through- 
out the nation will close for the 
holiday this year. 


The survey found that about 


one -fourth of the companies will 
give workers bonuses, often of 
one or two weeks pay, and that 
in two-fifths of the companies 
the boss will toss a party as 
well. One in five companies will 
present gifts. 


The future of parties, howev- 


er, doesn't seem to be bright. 
The study shows that represent- 
ative of the companies, many 
of. which are among the most 
royal of the blue chips, voted

There are generally good 
early runs of steeihead on the 
Klamath in the northwestern 
corner of the state, and in the 
upper Sacramento below Red­ 
ding. 
Occasionally there is 
some early sports in the lower 
stretches of the Eel and Trinity. 
In the main, the ladder of 
coastal streams north of the 
San Francisco Bay area seldom 
have anything but token action 
before the 20th of December. 
At the moment, such popular 
streams as the Russian, Gua- 
lala, Noyo, Navarro and Ten 
Mile, to name a few, are all 
running high and muddy with 
fishing out of the question. 
The deluges of the past week­ 
end have definitely kicked open 
the bars at the mouths of all 
coastal drainages. 
The vital 
small streams feeding into the 
main rivers are all running and 
well flushed. 
Given five to eight days of 
clear, crisp weather, the steelie 
waters should clean enough for 
the first respectable bait fish, 
ing of the season. 
Steeihead fishermen probably 
put up with more travel and 
travail for less meat than any 
other member of the outdoor 
clan. Steelies are quality, rati* 
or than quantity sport. 
The catching of a sin¿« fish 
on a trip counts it a success 
for most.
